GERMANY. 
Berlin, December 1. Yetterday his Mayjelty ar- 
rived at Potfdam. Baron Bulau, the Saxon Minif- 
ter, is returned hither from Breflau ; where he 
has been tor.fome Time, in order to put the latt 
Hand to a ‘Treaty of Commerce between Saxony 
and Silefia. [he Count de Gotter is alfo come 
back from Gotha, where he had been to execute a 
Commilion of very great Importence. All the 
Foreign Minifters here are extremely tull of Bufi- 
nets; and by the Preparations that are making, it 
is very event that fome Stroke of Eclat will 
fhoruy aftomfh the World from this Quarter, 
The French Minifter is ftill in great Credit ; but 
the reigning Favourite is apparently the Ruffian 
Minifler. According to eur laft Advices from 
Sweden, the Marquis de la Chetardie having retired 
carly trom a Bull geven by the French Ambailador, 
fpcnt the beft Part of the Night in a private Con- 
ference with Count Gillenbourg; im which, we 
are to'd, all the Particulars of the new 5) ftem 





Syftem is to be a Triple Alliance between the 
Crowns of Ruffia, France, and Sweden. 
Drefden, December'1. It begins now to be 
whifper’d at Court, that the great Affair is over, 
and that a Definitive Treaty is concluded, between 
our Court and that of Vienna; by which all Dif- 
putes are cffe€tually fettled, and the Rights of 
the Eleétoral Houfe of Saxony to the Eventual 
Succeffion of the Dominions of the Houfe of Au- 
ftria fecured. Weare told, that this grand Affair 
will be fpecdily made publick, by Order of the 
Court; which will give us the greater Satisfaction, 
becaufe the Partizans of France pretend ftill to dif- 
believe it. 
Ingolftadt, Nov. 29. The Court of Vienna 
has not yet fixed its Refolution, with Regard to 
the Fortifications of this Place. The Difpute now 
is, whether they fhall be entirely demolifhed, or 
greatly augmented ; either of which will be con- 
fidercd as a great Inconvenience tous, “The new 
Regulation for Winter-Quarters, is the Scheme 
of Count Khevenhuller, and is, indeed, truly 
worthy of him. All Kind of Contributions, or- 
dinary and extraordinary, are fufpended, from the 
ift of November, 1743, to the rftof April, 1744, 
to prevent the entire exhaufting the Inhabitants of 
this Eletorate ; from whom nothing of any Sort 
will be expeéted but a Sum ftipulated for the Pay 
of the Troops, which will be drawn back into the 
People’s Pockets, by their fupplying them with 
Provifions, and other Neceflaries, for which they 
are to pay conftantly ready Money.

FRANCE.
